The Government 
is to pay half the freight on the cattle 
from the eastern farms, on which they are 
finished, to the seaboard 

In proportion as that encourages farm- 
ers in Ontario and other eastern provinces

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
What Regulates Body Heat? 
Question: Mr W. inquires: “What 
is the name of the gland that keeps 
our body at a uniform temperature? > 

Anewer The even regulation of the 
body's heat is brought about by the ’ 
nervous system. The temperature ts 
regulated somewhat by the flow of ’ 
blood which is in turn controlled by 
nerve centers There is no particular , 
gland which has any effect in’ that 
way except the thyroid gland to some ‘ 
extent, If it is over-active, it causes 
a more rapid oxidation of the heating 
materials in the blood. This does not 
usually produce a rise in temperature 
as the nervous system compensates by 
producing a larger amount of perspir- 
ation to cool the body. ,

A short 
acid frult fast is very beneficial in 
building up resistance to this type of 
infection, You should also have some 
local treatments of the infected region 
such as ultra-violet or actinic light 
which you should be able to obtain at 
some doctor's office. Also have it 
painted with some antiseptic such as 
argerol or nitrate of silyer after the 
light treatment.
